Laurel wreaths and bunches of pinks 


tie8 with red and black ribbons were 
festooned about the boat and as the 
yacht slowly drew out of the shop, the 
American yacht ensign was raised at 
the stern with Iselin's private signal 
amfdshlps, and the colors of the New 
York Yacht Club at the bow. 


Three thousand persons greeted the 


initial plunge of th& Reliance with lus- 
ty cheers, while a bugler on a torpedo 
boat played "The Star Spangled Ban-

ertheless resembles the Crowningshield 
boat more than she does any of her 
predecessors built here.

very easy, jwith a few hard places and 
graoefui, sweeping curve from bilges 
into garboards.

so she will leave but little wake, while 
the bow although not quite so broad 
and flat as the Independence, is still 
very much different from the bow of 
either the Constitution or 
Columbia.

Mrs. Matthews' head was crushed to 


a jelly and she died from her injuries. 


After assaulting the mother the as- 


sarlant attempted to criminally assault 
the child but after beating her into 
insensibility fled. The child is at a 
sanitarium dying. 


A posse with bloodhounds is in pur- 


suit of the assailant, who will doubt- 
less be burned at the stake when cap- 
tured. 


The discovery of the

made by a servant who entered the 
bedroom of Mrs. Matthews. The un- 
fortunate woman, was almost

Weymouth, April 11—In the first real 


contest between the two Shamrocks 
under strict racing conditions,. Shanr- 
rock I. today defeated Shamrock III. 
While the challenger crossed the fin- 
ishing line first the time allowance of 
ten minutes gianted to the old boat 
gave the latter the 
victory. 
The 


starting line was off Portland, thence 
easterly to a mark ofE Lulworth cove 
and back across the mouth of Wey- 
mouth. bay to a mark off Portland, 
thence home twice around a distance 
of thirty-four miles. 


The wine! was fresh but 
steady 


from the west southwest. 


During the jockeying at the start 


the challenger proved both faster and 
handier and was first over the line by 
twenty-three seconds. 


On the first leg down the wind the 


new boat gained continually on her 
opponent, turning the first stake two 
minutes and fifty-two seconds In the 
lead. 


On the bent to windward over the 


second leg with an increasing, breeze 
the new boat was a mile ahead before 
the yachts had negotiated half the dis- 
tance to the stake boat and turned the 
mnrk six minutes and fifteen seconds 
in the lead.

mark Shamrock I held her own, the 
challenger's showing *emg

disappointing, the first round ending 
with the challenger six minutes and 
five seconds in advance.

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WILLIAM EVANS TELLS OF EARLY DECATUR DAYS 


WHEN COMFORTS OF LIFE WERE FEW AND FAR BETWEEN.

He walked to Decatur from Indiana 


sixty-one years 
ago, arrived when 


about 200 persons lived in the place 
used some of the flrst matches thai 
came to this locality, lemembers when 
not a pound of groceries nor a yaid of 
dry goods could be bought In the city, 
and he still lives here. 


That is the record of •William Evans; 
one of the oldest citizens ot Decatui, 
who resides at 636 West Wood street, 
Mr. Evans has seen Decatur grow from 
a •wilderness to a modem city and 
Berry H. Cassell, Silas Packard, and 
N. L. Kione aie the only men in De- 
catur now who came before he an Ived. 
Mr. Evans can tell many interesting 
stories of the early life of the pioneers 
of this county. 


Mr. Evans 
was born in Fan field 


county, O., in 1820, and is 83 yeais old 
He went with his family fiom Ohio to 
Pike county, Ind., and from there he 
came to Decatur. He walked all the 
way, making about thirty miles a day 
and stopping at the houses of settleis 
at night. 
He says that the people he 


remembers received him kir>dly 
and 


were always willing to give him lodg- 
ing, more so than they would be at the 
present time. 


When Mr. Evans arrived In Decatur 


about 200 persons lived here and he 
has made this his home ever since ex- 
cepting when he went back to Ohio on 
visits. Mr. Evans had relatives here 
and he stayed with 
them and found 


employment 
with 
various 
peisons, 


among them 'Squne John Miller, who 
conducted a brick yard. The bruk mak- 
ing in those days was piimitive. 
The 


clay was mixed by duvmg oxen ovei it 
and was put in molds and cut with a 
wire. 


While the methods of making brick 


were old fashioned the product Mr. 
Evans says was not so bad. 


About two, yeais after Mr Evans 


came to Decatur a stage coach line was 
established 
between 
this city and 


Springfield, but previous to that time 
there was no connection with the out- 
side world excepting when men made 
trips in wagons. 
They would take a 


load of wheat to Beardstown and get 
groceries and diy goods. There was a 
time, Mr. Evans 
says, when no diy 


goods or groceries could be bought in 
this city. 
Money in those days was 


very scarce. The best of the farmers 
did not handle $.JO a year in money. In 
trading every one had his pi Ice for the 
articles or products he offered for sale, 
but when it came to selling for monej 
the man who had the cash could name 
his. own price and get anything 
he 


•wanted for whatever price he wanted 
to pay. 


The first lager beer came to Decatnr 


ten years after Mr Evans aimed, but 
\vhisky he says was alwajs here as 
far as he knows Most eveiy one kept 
a jug of whisky 
'The first matches" said Mr Evans 
"that were e\ei used in Decatur, c ime 
here in 1848 
They weie miserable 


things and onlv about half of them 
•would strike 
They were fastened to- 


gether at the bottom so that thny weie 
in blocks and to use one it was neces- 
saiv to tear it away from the otheis 


'Befoie the matches came wo started 


fires by borrowing fiom. otheis Thcie 
•was always a hie going in some patt 
of the settlement 
Some fires were 


started b> exploding povvdei and h> 
using a flint but usually wo boi towed 


fiie fiom some of our neighbors. I have 
seen men'walk a. quarter of a mile in 
order to borrow fire from some other 
house. 


"The money we used in those days 


was almost all paper money. There 
was no gold and very little silver and 
the paper money depreciated in value 
and was dangerous stuff to hold One 
thought he had 
$100 
one day and 


would find the next day that the money 
was not worth as much as he thought. 
The stores were obliged to sell goods 
on credit and the 
merchants got so 


they could not buy more goods and foi 
two summers and one winter it was 
impossible to pui chase anv dry goods 
or groceries in the city. 


"Prices were low then. 
I have seen 


fat hogs sell 
for $1 50 a hundred 


pounds. Land was also cheap. I bought 
160 acres for $500 and paid $100 down 
and the rest at the rate of $50 a year. 
The land is now woith $100 an acre. I 
think that land values are now higher 


ing and fishing and he says there was 
great sport in that line. 
He has seen 


pike four feet long pulled out of the 
river and has killed wild hogs and deei 
in Macon county. 


Mi Evans has pleasant memories of 


the pioneer days. He says the life was 
pleasant and that the people were kind 
to each other and were always ready 
to help those who needed assistance. 


Entirely a self-made man, Mr. Evans 


began supporting himself as an or- 
phan boy at the age of 13 years. He 
says it was a hard and bitter struggle 
for a boy in those days who was com- 
pelled to work lor some one else, but 
he managed to accumulate property of 
his own and became independent of the 
employment of others and made a suc- 
cess of his life. 


Although an old man Mi. Evans is 


in compaiatively good health and is as 
capable of enjoying li''e quite as well as 
many younger persons. He has a veiy 
active mind and a good inemoty and is 


than I evei knew them to be in this 
.ocality." 


Fanning was not gi eatly diileient in 


:hobe days from what it is now, Mr 
Evans says, excepting that the fairn- 
eis did not have the same advantages 
of machinery irnpiovemcntb and mai- 
tets

where the Ziegler 
Arctic steamship 


America has been tied up since the re- 
tuin of the Baldwln-Zlegler polar ex- 
pedition a yeai ago, Captain Edwin 
Coflin, With two officers and a cievv of 
twelve men, left recently on the Kais- 
er Wilhelm der Gionse for Bremen. 
From there they will go to Hamburg 
and thence to Tromsoe 
by steamei. 


Captain Coffin said that this eailv 
start was in order to "Amerleani/se the 
Ameiica." 


'You know the ship before had a 


Norwegian captain and crew. Now PV- 
eiy man on boaid will be an Ameiiian 
citizen, and there will be twenty-two 
of us in the nav igatlon depai tment of 
the expedition. Extensive changes will 
have to be mane in the ship, •which, I 
believe, Will be tor the best arid along 
the Unas of the Yankee way of doing 
things. Mi. Fiala, who is to head the 
expedition, expects rne to push the 
American a^ far north aa possible, and 
if we aie at all favored, I hope to 
skim through the ice lanea until we 
ha^e gained a 
point 
equal to that 


reached by the Due d'Abruzzi. 


"I do not intend just yet to give out 


our exact route, but we shall probably 
strike noith in July, for Fianz Josef 
Land, and from there the best way 
that opens up After Mr. Fiala. and the 
scientists have been canied as far 
north as we can take them, the polo- 
seeking expedition wil) be landed anj 
we shall h-eek'winter quaiters 


'If Fiala 'brings back the pole' to 


Mr Zieglet, the flnaneitl backer of tue 
expedition, it will be of great credit 
to the Ameiic'an nation for tlieie will 
be no peison in the whole ships com- 
pany who is not. an American mi^en. 
We shall start with lots of hope and 
tiy to do our best."

The jail is 
blasted out of the solid rock in one 
of the big hills Instead of .putting up 
an expensive "structure, some genius 
suggested the plan followed.

Then the interior 
blasted and excavated, in the same 
manner as a coal mine. 


The jail his fotir large cells divlJea> 


by walls of natural rock, the openings 
of which are secured by strong steel 
bars. As a further precaution the sher- 
iff and his officers are located in a 
wing of the jail, constructed out of 
the blasted stone. The thinnest part of 
the jail wall is over six feet in thick- 
ness, and in order to reach the cells It 
is necessary to pass through three 
barred gateways.

It was not consciously "build- 
ing foi the futuie," it was billing fuis 
to London Duck shot brought JO cents 
a pound, salt was $6 a bairel, flour $5. 
This difteience between salt and flour 
was the economic cause of the early 
development of another industry, that 
of salt boiling Wells we.e developed in 
the Illinois liver. The Michigan fields 
were developed and salt which trans- 
ported from New York and Pittsburg, 
could be sold in Milwaukee or Chicago 
it $6 a ban el, gradually dropped to 
*1 87 1-2 at the wells. Meantime coop- 
ers' wages rose to $1,200 a 'year.

trade primarily that caused the Chi- 
cago Joumel in 1846 to threaten the 
government with western secession. 


In 1743 M. le GUIS says eisphleen or 


txventy miners w ere operating in the 
Galena region. "A fast lot," hn says; 
'cveiy man noikin? for himself at 
surface operations and only getting out 
enough to cam him a bare existence 
tor the rest of tha yeai " By 17S8 this 
fist lot^*"' got below the surf ice op- 
ci itiolin «.,_ the 
miners 
who were 


working for thmeslves often took out 
"$30 i day for weeks together" It is 
tine wages of men hired to woi k were 
onlv $1 a day and boaid, but naturally 
few cared to hire. The lead miners 
had things very much to themselves 
until 182 
r>. July 1, 1825, theie were 100 


mineis ia the field; December 31, 1825 
theae were 151 March 81, 182~> there 
were 194, June 30, 182C, theie were 
40fi; Aug 31, 1826, there were 453. 
Then the boom, or rush began. Specu- 
lation was tife and tbe usual wildcat, 


schemes and scenes were enacted. The 
legion rapidly filled up, over produc- 
tion followed by the hard times of 
1837, 
ruined the business, but not until 


in the late '40 s. 
Flour, 
w hich waa 


bought in Milwaukee for $2 50 a barrel, 
in 1841 sold at the Galena mines for 
$7 and the profits of transportation 
soon drew a large population into the 
district. 


Early Industrial Statistics. 


Industries other than mining and 


fur tiading developed in Morgan and 
Sangamon counties. One of the best 
woolen mills in the country has been 
owned and operated by the «• ime fam- 
ily in Jacksonville for over seventy 
years, and doubtless not only pay rolls 
but piice lists of wool and manufac- 
tured good could be 
obtained there 


which would be of great value In an 
economic study of the state's develop- 
ment. 


In 1S35 an official but meager census 


of the state's industries showed 339 
"manufacturing machines ' ancl 142 drs- 
tillenes, If the onginal data secuied bj; 
this census can be obtained it would 
doubtless give clews by which a very 
complete pictuie of actual

The Herald has always believed that 
the modern street fair or carnival is 
unlawful, promotes disregard -for law,

and shows Is a violation of the ordi- 
nances and the laws, and for this rea- 
son any carnival could be closed at 
any time by any citizen through an ap- 
plication to the courts. The law con- 
fers no power upon the city council or 
the mayor to grant the concessions 
common to a carnival. In this sense 
carnivals are wrong and lawless in 
their incipiency and it matters little 
what other evils are connected with 
them. In this respect all the carnivals 
held in Decatur have been held in vio- 
lation of law and have been equally 
degrading. These carnivals were held 
under the administration of 'Mayors 
Taylor, Stadler and Shilling. 
There 


was little if any complaint as to the 
first carnival under Taylor. There was 
little if any as to the one held during 
Stadlei's administration. There wa 
gambling, skin games and lewd show 
connected with both of these carnival 
but the people tolerated them and n< 
man's morals was sufficiently shockei 
to cause him to attack the mayor fo 
the whole illegal proceeding- or any 
pait of it. The Elks of this city con 
ducted the first carnival held 
unde 


Shilling's administration. It was dur

HOW LONG WILL IT LAST. 


Director Walcott of the U. S. geolo- 


gical survey has been misquoted. He 
was represented as saying that the 
anthracite coal supply would be ex- 
hausted in 60 years at the present 
rate of consumption. When the mat- 
ter was called to Mr. Walcqtt's at- 
tention he said: "I am misquoted. 8"he 
anthracite coal fields of ^Pennsylvania 
are the largest in the world, and bar- 
ring a small production in Colorado 
and New Mexico, produce the total 
output, of America. It has been esti- 
mated that the original contents of the 
Pennsylvania 
anthracite 
mines 


amounted to 19,507,872,325 tons. In the 
past eighty-three 
years 1,225,581,269 


tons have been mined. The anthra- 
cite supply will last at least 200 years. 
The output for the year 1901 was 57,- 
367,915 tons. Taking this as the an- 
nual rate, the mines would be ex- 
hausted about the year 2203 or 300 
years from the present date. The an- 
nual output, Is however, constantly 
increasing, and taking this important 
feature into consideration, the mines 
will be exhausted at a much earlier 
date. In the ten years from 1890 to 


1900 the output has increased 22.3 per 
cent. At this rate of increase the last 
anthracite coal will be mined" 290 years 
from now. The supply of bituminous 
coal is almost limitless. The area of 
the American fields is estimated at 
279,543 square miles, as compared with 
484 square miles of anthracite coal. It 
must be said however, that the an- 
thracite coal averages much more to 
the square mile than does the bitum- 
inous."

.Which are being received at the college 
daily regarding seed corn, will say that 
In rny opinion the following points are 
among the most important to be con- 
sidered : 


First—That it is very important that 
e should depend on horre grown seed 


for the main part of the crop and not' 
.upon imported seed. 


Second—That we should select eari 


if corn for seed which have kernels o 
s nearly uniform size and shape as 


[•^possible, otherwise it will be impossibl 


to secure an even stand with any plan- 
ter. 


Third—Do not fail to test the planter 


thoroughly with the seed you intend to 
use and stay with it until it drops reg- 
Wlarly the required number of kernels 
In each hill. 
Fourth—Test the vitality of gorrnin- 


!j ating power of all corn intended 1'or 


Beed. This is espe.ciu.dy impoit::nt this 
year. 


Fifth—In case any seed corn is pur- 


chased from seedsmen insist on having 
It shipped to you in the ear, either in 
crates or in barrels. 


Sixth— All of this work—that is, the 


testing of the 
vitality, 
the sorting, 


Shelling and the testing of the planter, 
should be done now anJ the sooner the 
better. 
If put off until the hurry of 


Bpfingf work is upon us there is danger 
that it will not be none. 


No farmer can afford to depend on 


Imported seed corn for the main part 
Of his c-rop. Seed corn imported from 


distance and fspecially from a dif- 


ferent latitude s-eldom fines satisfac- 
tory results tile flr«t two or thiee years 
even though the seed may be the very 
\iest, which often Itnies is not the case. 


It is well known that most of the 
^d coin put on the market by seed- 


men is bough', of farmers in cub lots, 
shelleo, «ciaened and sacked ready for 
«ale, littie or no attention being paid 
to the selection; in lact it is generally 
handled with Urn snoop shovel and is 
known as the "scoop shoxel method 
[ft selection." 


The chances are that the farmer has able ears. The seedsman cannot 1m- 


in his own crib better corn than that prove the corn by selling it, so there 
which he purchases from seedsmen at is no good excuse for1 him to refuse to

In order to secure a good stand it is

If it were simply a matter of losing selecting and sorting the seed. AH eais 


the price of the bushel of imported seed with very large or very small kernels 
coin it would not be serious, but when 
we consider that a bushel of seed ought 
to produce 400 bushels of coin worth 
from $180 to $160, the serious niituie at' 
the question is very apparent. 


If, for any reason my own corn .was 


riot satisfactory for seed I would cer- 
tainly not send away tor seed Corn, but 
purchase of snnieone 
in the vicinity 


whose corn had given good results dur- 
ing the past three or four years. 


Excellent Co-operative Plan. 


It will be an excellent plan, however 


should be thrown out no matter how 
perfect they are in other respects. The 
same is true of ears with very thick or 
very thin kernels, or with very short 
or long-, narrow grains and the irregu- 
lar butt and tip kernels should be shell- 
ed olf. In other words, ng planter will 
give an even stand -artless the kernels 
are pf unjforrn size sine! shape.

satisfactory he can return it. It also 
enables him to throw out any unJeiir- 
selecting and sorting of the seed corn 


both in the ear and after it is shelled 
and then stay with it until the planter 
will drop the desired number of keinels 
at least ninety-three to nmety'six times 
out of 100 testa. It may be necessary to 
have the plates of the planter drilled 
or get new ones, or take more rare in 
sorting out the large, small and irregu- 
lar kernels. The main thing is to slay 
with it until the work is satisfactory.

Thorough Germination Teat. 


About April 30 a thorough germina- 


tion it -it sfhould be made. There are 
many rneth'ocls of doing this and any 
of them -wjll be satisfactory. The im- 
portant thing is not to fail to make the 
test. About 100 kernels should be taken 
from eaclA'sa'ek by running the hand 
down into'the corn so as to get a. fail- 
average sample. 


One of the simplest methods of test- 


ing seed corn, and one which requires 
little attention is to fold up twenty- 
five or fifty kernels of the corn to be 
tested in a piece of wet paper and put 
in a box. There is nothing better than 
a cigar box for this purpose. The pa- 
per should be thoroughly wet and sev- 
eral thicknesses used, so that it will not 
dry out. It will be well to place some 
moist pieces of paper in .the bottom of 
the box and again on top of the sam- 
ples to hold the moistiue. 


In order to make a thorough test it 


will be well to prepare at least five 
or uix samples like the one described 
above and shown in illustration. They 
should all !ie put in the same box and 
a string tied around it to hold the cover 
down to prevent the samples of corn 
1'ioni diying out. At the end of three- 
clays it will be well to examine the 
com and if the papers are getting dry 
they can be moistened. At the end of 
five days the final examination should 
be made. 


I know of no bettor way to sort and 


prepare thp seed corn than to place 50 
or 100 ears on some boards or tables 
v.ith all the tips pointing one way. 


Take out' all those ears 
which 


show too 
great 
variation 
from

size, length, shape, 


luughness, color, size and shape of ker- 
nel, etc. Now gather the few remain- 
ing cais together and with a knife re- 
move three or four kernels from cacti 
tar and place in liont of each ear with 
tho germ of chit side up. Now go over 
these kernelb carefully, for here is 
whpro we have tailed most in the past 
"We have studied the ears, but paidjit- 
tie attention to the kernels. 


Ears to Discard.
